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PLANS for 1,200 homes 
on farmland on the edge 
of Newmarket are being 
supported by a govern¬ 
ment inspector. 

The controversial scheme 
which is opposed by the 
town’s racing industry and 
the town council is being 
backed by the inspector who 
conducted a public inquiry 
into the district council’s 
“core strategy” for the next 20 
years. 

Although his report has not 
been officially published, a draft 
report indicates that he does not 
accept the arguments put forward 
by opponents of the development. 

A planning application by Lord 
Derby, who owns the 160 acres of 
Hatchfield Farm, between Ford- 
ham Road and the A14 where the 
homes are set to be built, is due to 
be considered by Forest Heath 
District Council tonight. 

Planning officers are currently 
recommending that a decision is 
deferred to await the inspector’s 
full report.

Although the inspector’s 
decision does not mean 
that the planning appli¬ 
cation will automatically 
be approved, his indication 
that “North-east New¬ 
market” is a suitable site 
for major housing develop¬ 
ment will be difficult for 
opponents to overcome. 

The process of settling 
development plans up to 
2031 has still to go through 
the “site specific” stage. 

The inspector’s report on 
the core strategy for the 
district had not been 
expected until next month. 

Racing industry leaders 
have argued that the devel¬ 
opment would destroy the 
town’s unique character 
and harm its status as the 
historic home of horse¬ 
racing. 

The scheme has set the 
industry at odds with Lord 
Derby, whose family has 
been associated with 
racing for centuries. 

Newmarket’s MP Rich¬ 
ard Spring has spoken 
against the development 
and has condemned 
government housing 
targets which he said were 


responsible for the scheme 
being brought forward. 

But he said yesterday he 
was not surprised that the 
inspector was supporting 
the scheme. 

“I think his report is 
more about process,” said 
Mr Spring. “I don’t feel the 
battle is lost at all. What 
needs to happen is a 
change of government. 

“I can’t believe any 
government would 
approve a scheme which 
would cause hideous 
damage to the racing 
industry.” 

The inspector said in his 
draft report: “Contrary to 
the views of many res¬ 
pondents, I consider that 
the council’s strategy 
provides a reasonable 
balance between 

protecting the interests of 
the racing industry and 
providing for growth. 

“My overall conclusions 
in relation to Newmarket 
are that the proposals 
contained in the core 
strategy are sound.”

Town toilets may 
be refurbished 


CLOSURE-threatened 
public toilets have been 
reprieved after councillors 
asked for more details 
about the cost of refurb¬ 
ishing them. 

The toilets next to Newmar¬ 
ket’s Memorial Hall, together 
with toilets next to Mildenhall 
swimming pool and in 
Lakenheath, were set for closure 
by Forest Heath District Council 
to save money. 

Now members of the council’s 
community services committee 
have called, by a majority vote, 
for a report on refurbishment 
and the possibility of intro¬ 
ducing charges for using the 
loos. 

Newmarket Town Council was 
told on Monday that the toilets 
next to the Memorial Hall in the 
High Street would remain open 
until September - allowing them 
to remain in use during the 
summer when the play area

behind the hall is packed with 
children and families. 

The town council also agreed 
to consider allowing the public 
to use the toilets inside the hall, 
which is due to undergo a £1.2 
million refurbishment. 

But the district council vote 
has made the whole issue open 
to further debate. 

The district had suggested 
closing the toilets as a cost¬ 
cutting measure and had hoped 
that the closures would save 
£170,000 over four years. 

If the closures go ahead it will 
leave Newmarket with just one 
public toilet - the block outside 
the Guineas shopping centre. 

Isabelle Barrett, the town 
clerk, told the town council that 
Forest Heath’s strategic director 
Andrew Claydon had indicated 
that he would agree to keep the

toilets open to September if the 
town council agreed to have the 
Memorial Hall toilets available 
for public use. 

She said the district council 
had indicated that it would pay 
any increased water charges 
associated with public use of the 
hall toilets. 

The district had also been 
exploring the possibility of 


negotiating with pubs in the 
town about allowing public use 
of their toilets. 

Cllr Bill Burch said the district 
should be willing to pay for the 
cleaning of the Memorial Hall 
toilets as well as the water 
charges. 

Cllr Richard Fletcher 
welcomed the demolition of the 
toilets. 

“My first reaction was ‘at 
last,”’ he said. “I think these 
public toilets are pretty 
disgraceful. We have to think 
whether something more 
important might be cut if they 
are not closed.” 

But Cllr Jane Bailey, the 
mayor, warned that there could 
be problems associated with 
allowing public use of the toilets 
inside the hall.

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Victim of caravan smash is named

A YOUNG woman who 
died following an horrific 
caravan smash on the 
A11 has been named. 

Driele Castilho, 19, 
from Sao Paolo, died at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
on Sunday, March 14 
after she was involved in 
the crash on the morning 
of March 7. 

The Brazilian teenager 
was part of the Romiero 
circus troupe - regarded 
as one of the best circus 
acts in the world - on its 
way to Italy after 
performing in Great 
Yarmouth the previous 
night. 

Miss Castilho was 
sitting in a Chrysler Grand 
Voyager towing a caravan 
when it was hit by a Ford 
Transit van. 

The smash “obliter¬ 
ated” the caravan, which 
was carrying 10 people. 

One of its occupants, 
50-year-old Rita De 


Cassia Medeiros E Silva, 
died at the scene. 

Miss Castilho was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital with critical 
injuries. 

Last week, police 
revealed that Mrs Silva, 
50, had been sitting in the 


caravan with several 
members of her family at 
the time of the crash. 

Police said the caravan 
and the car pulling it were 
stationary on the nearside 
of the dual carriageway 
when it was hit by the 
van. 


It is believed the 
Romieros had stopped to 
fix a puncture on their 
people carrier but it was 
so cold that several of 
them went into the 
caravan they were towing. 

Police are appealing for 
witnesses to the incident. 


Twin brothers 
admit affray 

TWIN 43-year-old brothers have 
admitted being involved in a 
fight in a town centre. 

James and Gordon Skillen 
previously denied a charge of 
affray in Newmarket. But they 
changed their pleas to admit the 
charge when their trial was 
about to start at Ipswich Crown 
Court on Monday. 

James Skillen, of Centre Drive, 
Newmarket, and Gordon Skillen, 
of Sutton Park, Sutton, near Ely, 
were involved in a fight off the 
High Street on April 24 last year, 
the court heard. 

The incident, which involved a 
number of people including the 
brothers, resulted in a man 
suffering a number of injuries. 

Mr Recorder Gerard Pounder 
warned the brothers that a jail 
sentence had not been ruled out 
when he adjourned the case for 
probation officers to prepare 
pre-sentence reports. 

Both brothers were granted bail 
until their next court appearance 
on April 19 when they are due to 
be sentenced.

Rider airlifted 
to hospital after 
crash at track 

A MOTO-CROSS rider was airlifted to 
hospital after a crash at a race track. 

The 22-year-old biker was taken by 
helicopter to Addenbrooke’s Hospital after 
sustaining serious injuries in the practice 
crash accident at the Motoland UK track 
near Mildenhall. 

Paramedics were called to the track at 
West Row at around 11.50am last 
Thursday 

Doctors from the emergency medical 
charity medics from Magpas also attended 
the incident and carried out a chest drain 
at the scene. 

The rider was sedated and airlifted to 
Addenbrooke’s specialist trauma ward in 
the East Anglian Air Ambulance. His 
condition is described as stable. 

Deborah Florence, Magpas’ fundraising 
co-ordinator, said: “The Magpas team did 
everything they could and have given the 
patient the best possible chance of 
making a good recovery 

“With an incident like this it is essential 
expert medical care from Magpas’ 
charity’s team is on hand to make sure the 
patient receives the right treatment at the 
scene and is then transferred to the right 
hospital for the type of injuries sustained.” 

A spokesman at the track did not want 
to comment about the crash. But he said 
he expected the rider would make a full 
recovery. 

The track, and the nearby stadium, has 
been at the centre of complaints about 
noise and both tracks have been forced to 
install higher fences and barriers to cut 
down disturbance. 


Injured woman, 22, 
may receive millions 


A YOUNG woman 
who was seriously 
injured in a car crash 
as a teenager could be 
in line for a multi¬ 
million pound pay¬ 
out. 

Deborah Parkes was hit 
by a van as she was walking 
to her workplace at the Red 
Lodge Transport Cafe, in 
the village of Red Lodge, on 
April 17, 2004 - when she 
was 16. 

Its driver, Daniel Clark, had 
been trying to overtake a car 
driven by Simon Bowyer 
when it turned into his path, 
deflecting the van on to the 
pavement and straight into 
“blameless” Deborah.

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The teenager - who was 
using the route for the first 
time - suffered catastrophic 
injuries and will need care for 
the rest of her life. 

Exactly who will foot the 
bill will be decided at 
London’s Court of Appeal. 

At a court hearing last year, 
Mrs Justice Sharp ruled that 
Mr Bowyer was responsible 
for what happened. 

Her ruling meant that his 
insurers would have to 
compensate Deborah. 

But lawyers for Mr Bowyer 
have now won permission to 
challenge that decision at the 
Court of Appeal. 


Barrister Tim Horlock QC, 
representing Mr Bowyer, 
argued that Mr Clark should 
have taken more care when 
he carried out the overtaking 
manoeuvre. 

Mr Clark had previously 
insisted he believed Mr 
Bowyer’s car was coasting to 
a halt and it was safe to 
overtake. 

Mr Horlock argued Mr 
Clark should have realised 
there was a danger Mr 
Bowyer might be turning 
right, and should have slow¬ 
ed down rather than 
overtaking. 

Granting permission to 
appeal and ordering a half¬ 
day hearing, Lord Justice 
Pitchford said that it was 
“arguable” that the Court of 


Appeal might disagree with 
Mrs Justice Sharp’s original 
decision. 

The court heard that 
Deborah, who lived at 
Marigold Drive, Red Lodge, 
spent months in hospital 
after the accident, and has 
lived at a series of care 
centres ever since. 

Now 22, she will never be 
able to lead an independent 
life because of the injuries 
she suffered, and she 
currently lives at a care home 
in Leatherhead, Surrey. 

Outside court, lawyers for 
Mr Bowyer said no figure has 
been put on Deborah’s 
damages claim but, in similar 
cases, sums of up to £10 
million have been awarded. 


Company fined after man’s finger is crushed 


A COMPANY has been fined after an 
employee’s finger had to be amputated 
when it was crushed by a 40-tonne power 
press. 

Press operator Peter McCormick was 
using a metalworking power press at 
solenoid manufacturer H.E. & B.S. 
Benson, at Laureate Industrial Estate, 


Newmarket, in November 2008. He leaned 
into the machine to reach for a 
component when his right index finger 
was crushed between the two halves of 
the press tool, magistrates heard. 

Mr McCormick, 61, from Newmarket, 
had to have the finger amputated between 
the first and second joints. 


An investigation by the Health and 
Safely Executive (HSE) found the machine 
did not have all its safely guards fitted. 

The firm was fined £8,000 and ordered 
to pay £4,356 costs after it admitted 
breaching the Health and Safety at Work 
Act 1974. The prosecution, at Bury St 
Edmunds, was brought by the HSE.

of the racehorse and the 
movement of the horse. 

It includes pictures from the 
British Sporting Art Trust, the Sir 
Alfred Munnings Museum, the 
Jockey Club and private 
collections. 

The centrepiece of the 
exhibition is Under Starter’s 
Orders, Newmarket Start, Cries of 
‘No, No, Sir’ (1957) by Sir Alfred 
Munnings. 

This is one of his largest 
paintings and depicts The Start - 
the one part of the race that 
fascinated Sir Alfred and 
presented him with what he 
thought was his greatest 
challenge. 

Graham Snelling, curator and 
acting director of the museum in 
Newmarket High Street, said: 
“This is a unique chance to see 
how the horse and movement 
have been captured by artists 
over the years. 

“We are extremely lucky to 
have been able to display some 
very wonderful paintings.”

Huntley back in jail 
after attack by inmate 


SOHAM murderer Ian 
Huntley is back in 
prison after an attack 
by a fellow inmate left 
him needing hospital 
treatment. 

The 36-year-old’s throat 
was slashed during an 
assault in HMP Frankland, 
County Durham, on 
Sunday. 

Huntley is serving two 
life sentences for 
murdering Soham 
schoolgirls Holly Wells and 
Jessica Chapman. 

The former caretaker at 
Soham Village College was 
convicted of murdering the 
two 10-year-olds in August 
2002 and hiding their 
remains. 

Huntley’s then-girlfriend 
Maxine Carr, a teaching 
assistant in Holly and 
Jessica’s junior school class, 
was convicted of perverting 
the course of justice after 
lying to police to protect 
Huntley during the police 
investigation. 

South-East Cambridge¬ 
shire MP Jim Paice, who 
represents the Soham area, 
said Huntley’s return to the 
spotlight was an unwel¬ 
come one for his con¬ 
stituents. 

He said: “Most people in 
Soham never wish to hear

the name Ian Huntley 
again. 

“Events like this mean 
that some of my con¬ 
stituents will be forced to 
revisit tragic and painful 
memories of the past and 
for that I am deeply sorry.” 

Huntley was found by 
guards at the Category A 
security jail after he was 
attacked with a home¬ 
made blade. 

But the Prison Service 
said his condition was “not 
life-threatening”. 


A spokesman said: “A 
prisoner at HMP Frankland 
was assaulted by another 
prisoner at about 3.25pm 
on Sunday. The prisoner 
was taken to outside 
hospital for treatment but 
has now returned to 
prison.” 

Prison officials have 
launched an investigation. 

Huntley has been a 
target of fellow prisoners 
since his double murder 
conviction in 2003. 

An inmate threw boiling 
water on him while he was 
on the health care wing at 
the high-security Wakefield 
Prison in West Yorkshire in 
September 2005. 

In October 2006, an 
inmate at Wakefield held 
him at knifepoint during an 
ambush and he was forced 
to fend off an attack in the 
showers last year. 

He has also tried to 
commit suicide while in 
prison on three occasions. 

He was moved to HMP 
Frankland in 2008. 

That year, HM 
Inspectorate of Prisons 
raised concerns about 
violence at the jail. Colin 
Moses, from the Prison 
Officers’ Association (POA), 
said prison safety was an 
issue that had to be 
addressed.

Crucial time in 
town’s history 

Sir, Today sees an extraordinary 
planning meeting at Forest Heath 
District Council in which it will be 
decided whether Newmarket will be 
subject to a large development of 
1,200 homes and retail/office space 
at Hatchfield Farm. 

I think that it is fair to say that the 
overwhelming feeling within 
Newmarket is that the local 
community is strongly opposed to 
our town becoming significantly 
bigger and significantly busier so the 
outcome of this meeting is of keen 
interest to us all. 

On that basis, it seems hard to 
swallow that the meeting appears to 
have been organised to maximise 
the chances of this development 
going ahead. 

Newmarket Town Council (which 
has already voted against this plan) 
is to be given a three-minute slot to 
state its views. Several hundred 
members of the public have each 
taken the trouble to file objections to 
the plan, and yet these people are 
only to be given one three-minute 
slot between them to state their 
views. 

Yet the people being paid by Lord 
Derby to try to force die plan 
through (and one should bear in 
mind that neither these people nor 
Lord Derby live in this area, so 
arguably should not even be 
consulted at all) are to be given a six- 
minute slot to try to swing things in 
their favour. 

Am I missing the point, or will this 
allocation of time mean that the 
balance of local feeling on the 
subject will be totally distorted? 
What is going on? 

As we approach this crucial time in 
our town’s history, it is well to 
remember that our councillors have 
made their opposition to the 
development of Hatchfield Farm 
very clear. 

As die salaried council officers, 
whose job is meant to be to execute 
the wishes of the councillors, appear 
to be trying to wrest power from our 
elected representatives and foist 
upon the town a plan which its 
inhabitants overwhelmingly oppose, 
ought we to be asking ourselves why 
the democratic process in our area 
appears to have gone by the board?

Wicken can 
astound you 

Sir, The natural world, nature, is now 
dying in front of our eyes. 

It’s now too late for the blotched 
woodwax, pashford pot beetle, 
mallow skipper or marsh dagger - 
names which environmentalist 
George Monbiot says “should cause 
anyone whose heart still beats to stop 
and look again”. For him and for many 
others of us too “the global collapse of 
biodiversity hurts almost beyond 
endurance”. 

According to a new report from the 
government agency Natural England, 
“over the past two millennia, 
hundreds of England’s native plants 
and animals have been rendered 
extinct”. 

The devastation of our English wildlife 
is chillingly apparent. 

Who are we to lecture others about 
habitats, rainforest destruction, or the 
plundering of the oceans? 

The report is emphatic about habitat 
loss: “the inroads made into the 
English countryside by farmers and 
builders has had a devastating effect 
on our wildlife, destroying food 
sources, shelter and homes for 
hundreds of species. But farming, says 
the chief scientist Dr Tom Tew, “has 
had the greatest impact by far. We 
have ploughed over the landscape, 


ripped up woods and drained our 
wetlands”. Rare species in enormous 
numbers have disappeared. We are 
not materially affected by their loss, 
but “there is a sense the world is 
greying” is how Monbiot expresses his 
anguish, “its wealth of colour and 
surprise and wonder is fading”. What 
barren world shall we bequeath to our 
children? 

Many extinctions were triggered by 
the use of chemical fertilisers and 
pesticides. In the arable desert of our 
Fens today, without mixed farming, 
the obvious hostility to real nature is 
almost total. 

In contrast, Wicken Fen can astound 
with its noisy richness and variety as 
the fantastical well of life pursues its 
vital courses and purposes, hunting 
for food, mating, competing, rearing 
young, all the eternally busy skein of 
nature. 

Save Our Fens indeed, what a crying 
shame more were not saved from the 
rape of profiteering adventurers 
centuries ago, with their wholesale 
environmental vandalism.What a 
miracle that an odd and beautifully 
rich little corner like Wicken Fen has 
remained, preserved, able to be a 
species reservoir to repopulate a 
larger reserve for future generations. 

I feel sadness for those deprived few 
who are incapable, or unable to 
appreciate the wonders and beauty of 
the biodiversity of creation - a 
dragonfly’s wing, a hovering lark’s 
spilling trilling cadences. The 
multitudinous and multifarious 
natural world is for all to relish. 

We can farm with wildlife in mind as 
well as profit, some already do, a few 


always did. Farming and food needs 
have to accommodate to other needs 
too, a balance, I am sure many will 
agree when Monbiot says: “The 
immediate choice we have to make is 
not between biodiversity and feeding 
the world, but between biodiversity 
and blithering stupidity.” 

Let us save some of our fens in all their 
varietal richness, first for themselves, 
then for those to come.

Don’t be a 
victim of 
boot sale 
fraudsters 


A WARNING has been issued 
over car boot criminals 
preying on bargain-hunters in 
Cambridgeshire this Easter. 

Residents are being are 
being urged by HM Revenue 
and Customs (HMRC) to be on 
the lookout for traders selling 
counterfeit and smuggled 
cigarettes as the car boot 
season gets under way. 

Keith Morgan, specialist 
investigation detection 
manager for HMRC, said the 
draining of an estimated £2 
billion a year from the public 
purse was “not an innocent or 
victimless crime but one that 
encourages otherwise honest 
people to trade with criminals. 

“We have active and 
effective teams of officers 
operating across Cambridge¬ 
shire to disrupt this illicit trade 
which has a devastating 
impact on legitimate retailers 
having to compete against 
these black market traders. 

“The gangs behind this form 
of criminality reap huge 
profits from cigarette sales 
which are ploughed straight 
back into the criminal 
underworld, feeding activities 
like drug dealing and fraud.”

£176k for 
cancer study 

A PROSTATE cancer 
study at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital has been 
awarded more than 
£176,000 by a charity. 
Cambridge Cancer 
Research Fund has 
awarded a grant of 
£176,237 to Professor 
David Neal’s urological 
research group at the 
hospital to support a 
three-year study aimed 
at improving prostate 
cancer screening. 
Prostate cancer is res¬ 
ponsible for the deaths 
of more than 10,000 
men in the UK each 
year. 

If detected early, it is 
possible to successfully 
treat this form of cancer 
but currently there is no 
suitable screening. 

Dr Michael Gronow, 
chairman of the fund’s 
trustees, said: “If 
enough reliable and 
accurate screening 
methods can be 
developed for detecting 
aggressive prostate 
cancers early enough, 
modern surgical 
techniques developed at 
Professor Neal’s unit 
could help provide a 
cure to this disease.”

EMERGENCY medical 
charity Magpas is 
launching a £250,000 
appeal to pay for two 
doctors who will help a 
move to a 24-hour 
accident service. 
Magpas has committed 
itself to fund two full¬ 
time training fellowship 
posts at a cost of 
£ 120 , 000 . 

Dr Tristan Dyer, from the 
University Hospitals 
Leicester, and Dr Nora 
Brennan, from the 
University of Homerton, 
have started six-month 
contracts with the 
charity. 

They will cover three 
shifts a week as part of 
the Magpas emergency 
team based at RAF 
Wyton, near St Ives, and 
spend a day a week in 
the emergency depart¬ 
ment at Addenbrooke’s, 
with a further day for 
study. 

The appeal will include a 
£40,000 training facility 
at RAF Wyton where the 
team operates with both 
the police and air 
ambulance helicopters 
as well as their 
specialist vehicles. 

Dr Ben Teasdale, 

Magpas chairman, said: 
“We want to bring the 
accident and emergency 
department to the 
injured 24/7.” 

He said Magpas was 
playing a key role in 
turning pre-hospital 
emergency treatment 
into a recognised 
specialty. He said the 
funding of the two 
training roles would help 
the charity towards its 
24-hour coverage 
target. It currently 
operates 7am until 1am.

nother East

racing through the streets 
of London next month. 

Michael Wakefield, 35, from 
Soham, will put his best foot 
forward in the sporting challenge 
on April 25 to raise money for 
Cancer Research UK. 

Mr Wakefield, of Station Road, 
overcame testicular cancer and 
now wants to conquer the 
26.2mile route through central 
London. 

The father-of-two, who works 
in IT sales, is also encouraging 
anyone who already has a place 
in this year’s event to help raise 
money for research into the 
causes, treatment and prevention 
of cancer by joining Cancer 
Research UK’s running team. 

Now married with a son 
Benjamin, aged 3, and daughter 
Imogen, 18 months, he owes 
much to his then girlfriend Kate’s 
career for getting him to the 
starting line-up of the London 
Marathon. 

He said: “I had testicular cancer 
when I was 25, but I was lucky 
because at the time Kate worked 
in public relations promoting 
sexual health and she gave me a 
leaflet. 

“Not long afterwards I found a 
lump on one of my testicles while 
I was checking myself. 

“It’s not something I would 
normally have been looking for at 
that age, and I probably didn’t 
take it seriously even when I 
found it. 

“I was due to go for a scan in 
hospital just to be on the safe 
side, but then I started to get 
lower abdominal pains about two 
weeks after finding the lump.” 

Mr Wakefield was immediately 
referred to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital for a scan where he was 
diagnosed as having two 
aggressive types of cancer. 

He added: “I had an operation 
five days later to remove the 
testicle and then started on three 
months of chemotherapy, 
followed by seven years of regular 
check-ups. 

“I was eventually given the all 
clear about three years ago, but I 


now check myself more than 
most people do. 

“The care was brilliant, and it 
was even more enjoyable when 
Kate became pregnant with 
Benjamin after we got married in 
2004.” 

Mr Wakefield, who has given 
up his other sporting loves such 
as squash and five-a-side football 
to concentrate on the London 
Marathon, said he took up 
running after putting on weight 
during his chemotherapy 
treatment. 

He hopes to run the race in 
under four hours and raise £2,000 
for the charity. 


He added: “A lot of my friends 
are betting me double the 
sponsorship if I get below four 
hours, so that is my target. 

“I am running with two of my 
best friends, Leon Woodcock, 
from Soham, and Nick Davies, 
from London, and I hope to be 
able to finish with them. 

“I am going to my cousin's 
wedding in Cambridgeshire the 
night before the race, but I shall 
be driving anyway so I won’t be 
partying very much!”

Hospital security guards issue no fines in 6 months 


SECURITY staff at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital with powers to impose on-the- 
spot fines have cost police £9,000 - but 
haven’t issued any tickets in six months. 

The eight guards at the hospital were 
trained to dish out the £80 fines for 
offences such as disorder and begging. 

They were also given the power to 
demand names and addresses if an anti¬ 
social behaviour offence was committed. 

But just two names were taken down 
during the first six months of the year¬ 
long pilot, which ends in fuly. 

The main objective behind the pilot 
Community Safety Accreditation Scheme 


(CSAS) was to “increase intelligence flow” 
to the police. 

But an interim report by the 
Cambridgeshire Police Authority which is 
monitoring the pilot scheme, said there 
had been “virtually nothing” passed from 
CSAS to police. 

Members of the police authority had 
expressed concerns about the scheme “on 
the grounds that no local democratic or 
public debate has occurred”. 

The authority said it would wait until 
the end of the pilot scheme to draw a final 
conclusion as to its value. 

Peter Lester, security adviser at 


Addenbrooke’s, said: “We have read this 
interim report with interest and note the 
comments. We agree that it is not possible 
to draw meaningful conclusions at this 
stage of the pilot. 

“The hospital continues to be a very 
safe environment for patients, staff and 
visitors. There are few incidents on the 
site - but this scheme provides an 
additional option of last resort for our 
security team. 

“We never expected to use these powers 
often - but if a situation escalates, staff 
have access to an extra level of response 
before calling the police.”

Lode bridge to provide link with nature 


CONSTRUCTION work on a 
new crossing over Reach 
Lode has begun. 

The bridge will act as 
“the missing link” in a new 
public access route being 
developed as part of the 
National Trust’s Wicken 
Fen Vision. 

The contract for the 
design and construction of 
the bridge has been 
awarded to civil 
engineering contractors, 
BAM Nuttall. 

The new crossing is 
being funded by a grant 
from Sustrans, the UK’s 


sustainable transport 
charity, the Department for 
Communities and Local 
Government and Natural 
England. 

The bridge has been 
designed to blend into the 
surrounding landscape with 
gently sloping ramps 
providing easy access for 
walkers, cyclists and horse 
riders. 

The excavation of clay to 
form the access ramps will 
also allow two wildlife 
ponds to be created. 

The crossing is part of a 
new 14.5km public access 


route to be called the 
Lodes Way. 

The name was chosen 
by the Project Steering 
Group, which includes 
representatives of local 
communities and reflects 
the fact that the route 
crosses a number of 
historic local waterways, 
known as ‘lodes’. 

The Lodes Way will 
complete the current gap in 
National Cycle Route (NCN) 
11 from Cambridge to Ely 
and connect with NCN 
Route 51 from Cambridge 
to Newmarket. 


The route will enhance 
links to local villages at 
Upware, Wicken, Burwell, 
the Swaffhams, Lode, Quy 
and Bottisham and create a 
number of circular routes 
and trails for local 
residents and visitors to 
enjoy and explore the 
countryside. 

The entire Lodes Way 
should be completed within 
the next three years once a 
new multi-user bridge 
suitable for cyclists, horse- 
riders and pedestrians, has 
been created over Burwell 
Lode.

“As [Gathercole] turned away 
she was hit in the face by the 
defendant who had something in 
her right hand which other 
witnesses identified as a stiletto 
shoe,” Miss Allison said. 

“The complainant felt pain 


and was bleeding from her nose.” 

She said Ms Gathercole’s sister 
also became involved in the row 
and that Ms Gathercole had 
collapsed outside the venue 
where she briefly became un¬ 
conscious. 

Miss Allison said Page-Bennett 
was still holding the shoe when 
police arrived. 

Mark Shelley, defending, said 
Page-Bennett had little or no 
memory of the incident, but had 
been drinking on top of medi¬ 
cation which she should not 
have done. 

“She feels she must have been 
attacked and her reaction must 
have been self-defence,” he said. 

Mr Shelley told the court that 
witnesses had described Page- 
Bennett being hit or punched in 
the face during the row before 
she lashed out.

A report, prepared for the 
committee by planner Dave 
Beighton, says there is “no 
necessity” to give a decision now 
It says there would be 
“significant adverse risk to the 
proper planning of Newmarket” 
and the reputation of the district 
council if a decision is taken. 

The planners have said the 
scheme should only be 
considered after a planning 
inspector has given a report on 
the counciFs core strategy for 
development in the next 20 years.

The area of Hatchfield Farm 
has already been identified by the 
council as a potential develop¬ 
ment site as part of the strategy. 

The council planners have also 
argued that a “section 106” 
agreement, which would spell 
out requirements by Lord Derby 
to provide benefits to the local 
community, has so far not been 
concluded. 

A barrister consulted by the 
council has warned that it faces 
the prospect of having to pay 
Lord Derby’s costs if the issue 
goes to an appeal. 

Objectors to the scheme have 
complained that the council had 
restricted the number of people 
allowed to speak at the meeting. 

William Gittus, managing 
director of fockey Club Estates, 
said: “I feel it’s undemocratic.”

P ETRIFIED. 
That’s how I 
feel when I’m 
told that I will be 
donning a pair of 
skates, padding up, 
and going head to 
head with the 
RomseyTown 
Rollerbillies. 

They are a collective of 
hotpant-wearing, speed 
skating banshees who, by 
their own admission, like 
to ‘push each other over’ 
for fun. 

It’s anarchic, it’s 
aggressive, and it’s arrived 
in Cambridge. Ladies and 
gentlemen - welcome to 
the fast and furious world 
of roller derby. 

First established in 
Depression-era America, 
roller derby started life as 
a form of sports 
entertainment which 
combined endurance 
skating with violent, war- 
style mayhem. Its 
popularity waned during 
the 1970s, and despite 
several attempts at a 
revival, the sport 
eventually faded from the 


public eye. 

In the early Noughties, 
however, roller derby was 
reborn - this time as an 
amateur, all-female, full- 
contact sport with a 
fiercely alternative, 

‘punky’ aesthetic. 

Players adopt ferocious 
sounding skate names 
(such as Princess Vicious), 
and don outfits which 
include all manner of 
unconventional sporting 
attire (from gold lame to 
fishnets and face paints - 
tattoos and piercings also 
feature heavily). 

Since the London 
Roller Girls became the 
first British roller derby 
team in 2006, the sport 
has been slowly growing 
in popularity and there 
are now around 30 clubs 
across the UK. Its profile 
promises to be raised yet 
further in the coming 
months by the impending 
release of derby-based 
flick Whip It (directed by 
Drew Barrymore). 

The Cambridge-based 
Rollerbillies began when 
Laura ‘Quad Ophelia’ 
Barkes, and Georgie 
‘Mollie Cosh’ Grace went 


to watch the all- 
conquering London 
Roller Girls play in 2008. 

“We were just in awe of 
them,” Laura, 30, 
enthuses. “We thought, 
this is amazing! I know so 
many girls who would 
love to do this.” 

Inspired by what they 
saw, the girls bought 


themselves some cheap 
skates from eBay and 
started practising hard. 

“We had to teach 
ourselves everything, 
initially we didn’t even 
have any protection. It’s 
been such a long process 
to get to where we are, but 
when I look back I’m just 
so happy and chuffed as 


to how far we’ve come.” 

Despite their successes 
however, a long-term 
problem for the team has 
been finding sponsorship 
and appropriate venues 
in which to practise and 
potentially host their own 
‘bouts’ (a space with a 
minimum length of 25-30 
metres would be 


required). 

“People often turn us 
down, using the excuse 
that timber flooring will 
get damaged,” explains 
February Phillips, 32. “But 
it’s just not the case, 
because we use such 
good quality, expensive 
equipment. It’s very 
frustrating because 


Cambridge would be 
ideal to hold a bout in, 
and there would be so 
much support here if we 
found the right venue.” 

The first thing that 
strikes me about the 
Rollerbillies when I start 
chatting to them at their 
practise session at the 
CRC Sports Centre is the

“I was really scared 
about hurting myself, but 
the first thing you learn is 
how to fall safely, you have 
to pass tests before you 
get to contact level and 
start bouting properly.” 

Tracie ‘Darmonatrix’ 
Darmon, 32, agrees: “We 
haven’t had any serious 
injuries during bouts. I get 
the odd bruise but 
nothing major. You’ll see 
players be assertive on the 
track - but you’ll never see 
someone using 
aggression, because as 
soon as aggressiveness 
kicks in you’ve lost all 
technique, so although 
you get an adrenaline rush 
it’s really not that much of 
an aggressive sport, but 
people assume it is.” 

I’m ashamed to admit 
I’m also surprised by how 
nice the girls are. Roller 
derby has something of a 
reputation for being full of 
brutish girls who enjoy 
knocking seven shades 
out of one another, but 
from what I have seen the 
reality is different. These 
girls are welcoming and 
supportive, and the sense 
of camaraderie is 
fantastic. I hear the word 
‘sisterhood’ at various 
points during my time 
with the team, and that’s 
something I can easily 
believe having joined in 
with their session. Laura 
tells me: “It changes who 
you socialise with 
definitely, it sort of takes 
over your life. It’s just such 
good fun. I love that you 
can be creative with it, we 
dress up, we laugh a lot 
and I just love it to bits!” 

There are kitsch 
costumes galore to be 
found in roller derby, and 
it’s not unusual for a half¬ 
time space hopper race or 
pillow fight to be held 
during bouts - but don’t 
be fooled by the theatrics, 
this is a physically 


demanding sport and 
these ladies are seriously 
fit. Tracie is keen to stress 
that while derby girls like 
to have fun, they are also 
incredibly motivated to 
succeed in their sport. “At 
the end of the day,” she 
tells me, “we might look a 
bit different, but we’re all 
athletes, and we train as 
hard as athletes.” 

Given my lamentable 
lack of physical fitness 
and the fact that the last 
pair of skates I wore 
probably had Fisher-Price 
emblazoned on the side, 
I’m pretty certain I’m 
going to spend the 
majority of my roller 
derby initiation careering 
into the wall of the sports 
hall. 

However, after a few 
minor wobbles I’m 
amazed at how quickly I 
get into the swing of it. 
Before long I’m whipping 
around practising a 
pleasingly dramatic knee 
slide, and having more fun 
doing something exercise- 
related than I have had in 
a long time. Even though 
I’m sure I didn’t exactly 
blow the ’Billies away with 
my skating prowess, they 
remain sweetly 
encouraging - even 
christening me with my 
very own nom de skate 
(Axel Foley, in case you 
were wondering). 

Laura tells me that once 
you try roller derby you 
never look back: “It’s like 
an obsession for most of 
us. It’s difficult to be 
involved and not talk 
about it constantly. I don’t 
think people who haven’t 
done it could 
understand.” 

She’s got a point. In fact, 
since my brief encounter 
with derby I’ve thought 
about little else. If the 
Rollerbillies will have me - 
they’ve definitely got a 
new recruit... 


diversity within the team. 

They are certainly an 
eclectic bunch, made up 
of parole workers, special 
needs teachers, architects, 
scientists, care workers, 
and charity shop 
managers to name just a 
few It quickly becomes 
clear that there’s no such 
thing as a typical derby 
girl. “It doesn’t matter 
what you do or what you 
look like when you play 
derby,” explains Laura. 

“You don’t have to be 
sporty, you don’t even 
have to have skated 
before, and we need all 
different shapes and sizes 
for the team.” 

So what compels these 
girls from so many 
different walks of life to 
spend their weekends 
hurtling around a track at 
dauntingly high speeds 
and barging into each 
other? The reasons vary. 

For Debbie Clements, 35 
(who has yet to acquire 
her derby name), the 
impetus was to establish a 
social network in a new 
city. “I’ve just moved to 
Cambridge and wanted to 
meet new people -1 didn’t 
know a single person here. 

I’m really enjoying it so far, 
it’s only my second week 
but everyone has been so 
friendly.” 

Others simply came 
across a flyer or article by 
chance and knew it was 
for them. I ask Debbie the 
rookie what she makes of 
the violence involved - is 
she worried about 
injuring herself? 

“I was slightly worried 
from watching a few 
videos on YouTube,” she 
admits, “but in the flesh 
it’s not so aggressive. It’s 
obviously a contact sport 
but it’s nowhere near as 
violent as, say, boxing. 

There are lots of limits on 
what you can do and it’s 
actually very respectful. 

The rules of roller derby 

Roller derby takes place on an elliptical track 
and consists of three blockers (defensive), one 
pivot (lead blocker), and one jammer 
(offensive) on each team. 

The jammers (identified by stars on their 
helmets), begin 20 feet behind the blockers 
(who wear a stripe) and their aim is to get 
through the pack, scoring a point each time 
they pass a player on the opposing team. 

The blockers, meanwhile, do their utmost to 
obstruct the jammer from the other team, while 
simultaneously assisting their own point scorer 
(they can physically pull or push them to give 


them a boost). 

Legal blocks include shoving with hips and 
shoulders. 

Anything with hands, forearms, elbows or hits 
to the back of the body will result in a player 
being sent to the penalty box. 

I quickly discover that there are actually an 
awful lot of rules for a game which, to the 
untrained eye at least, looks like utter chaos. In 
fact, bouts require no fewer than seven 
referees to call out misdemeanours while the 
high speed shenanigans are taking place on 
the track.

My magical return to 
days of The Sorcerer 


Gilbert and Sullivan’s magical opera The Sorcerer is on its way to 
Cambridge. Its star, SIMON BUTTERISS, shares his memories of part 
performances with Cambridge University’s G&S Society and why he 
still loves their timeless masterpieces. 


THERE’S a popular myth that 
Gilbert and Sullivan only 
appeal to an older audience, 
but I first became a devotee as 
a teenage Cambridge 
undergraduate. 

As a child, I’d been a chorister, 
singing 10 services (or shows, as I 
thought of them) a week, and then, 
almost by accident, had played a 
good part in a West End play. 

A seasoned old pro by the age of 
12,1 already knew that I wanted to go 
on the stage, but I was still unsure, 
when I arrived in Cambridge aged 18, 
whether I wanted that to be a dramatic 
or an operatic stage. 

I very quickly discovered that 
Gilbert and Sullivan triumphantly and 
simultaneously satisfied both cravings 
- proper music that is as rewarding to 
sing as the grand opera it so wittily 
parodies and sophisticated light 
comedy that is as delightful to play as 
Oscar Wilde, Bernard Shaw or Noel 
Coward. 

I joined the university’s G&S 
society where Nick Hytner (now Sir 
Nicholas Hytner, artistic director of the 
National Theatre) was already an 
enthusiastic member and my first role 
was Nanki Poo in The Mikado, 
directed by a young Griff Rhys Jones. 

During my three years as an 
undergraduate, I wangled my way into 
some 40 productions of plays and 
operas, 10 of which were by Gilbert 
and Sullivan. 


As for academic work, I was 
reading English and kept my head 
above water by writing essays about 
the plays I’d been in. I happily agreed, 
for example, to play Racine’s tragic 
queen, Phedre, in order to have 
something to write about in my 
tragedy paper and even managed to 
persuade a bemused English faculty 
to allow me to write my finals 
dissertation on Verdi’s operas. 

In 1977, the centenary year of 
Gilbert and Sullivan’s first full-length 
comic opera, The Sorcerer, I appeared 
in a May Week production of this 
hilarious, drug-induced overturning of 
middle class morality, directed by 
Michael McCaffery, (a G&S devotee 
who nevertheless went on to direct 
Wagner’s Ring at Bayreuth.) 

Just as the West End quaked, in 
those days, at the pen of Harold 
Hobson in the Sunday Times, so in the 
Cambridge of the 1970s, Deryck 
Harvey, the theatre critic of the 
Cambridge Evening News (as it then 
was) could make or break a university 
production. A good review from him 
and your Cambridge career was 
made, and I was accorded the 
coveted honour of being interviewed 


by him for the paper. 

‘G&S star aims at opera’, the 
headline brazenly announced and the 
accompanying photograph showed 
an effete, suspiciously blond creature 
swathed in liberty silk and surrounded 
by casually arranged G&S LPs. 

However embarrassing it is for me 
to look at now, that article reminds me 
of the sheer range of theatre and 
music in which one was able - and 
encouraged-to engage at 
Cambridge, and in particular, how the 
delights of playing Gilbert and Sullivan 
fed my dual appetite as actor and 
singer, and made it possible for me 
never to have to make that impossible 
choice to be merely one or the other. 

So although the RSC has been rash 
enough to let me play roles for them 
and La Scala to let me sing roles for 
them, my passion for G&S remains. 

I recently made a television series 
about them - Gilbert and Sullivan: A 
Motley Pair (to be screened later in the 
year on Sky Arts) and we filmed a lot 
of it in Cambridge. The enthusiastic 
involvement of the university G&S 
society, whose lively performances, at 
May Balls and in punts on the river, 
feature in the series, demonstrates 


that Gilbert’s razor sharp satire and 
Sullivan’s melodic invention still have 
as magnetic an attraction as ever, for 
audiences of all ages. 

The series also features the work of 
the country’s leading operetta 
company, Opera della Luna, and 
follows the preparations, rehearsals 
and opening performances of their 
clever and very funny new production 
of The Sorcerer, set, appropriately 
enough, in the 1970s, when love 
potions were hallucinogenic and I 
wasn’t the only one to make dodgy 
fashion choices. 

It’s a comparatively rare outing for 
this delightful piece, which hasn’t 
been seen on tour since the old D’Oyly 
Carte occasionally slipped in a 
performance in the 1970s. I’m 
delighted to be in it, playing the 
eponymous sorcerer, and particularly 
delighted that we’ll be bringing it to the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre. 

It feels like coming home.

The big film 


I LOVE YOU PHILLIP MORRIS 
(15, 95 mins) Comedy. Jim 
Carrey, Ewan McGregor, Leslie 
Mann, Rodrigo Santoro. 

Directors: Glenn Ficarra, John 
Requa. 

JIM Carrey delivers his best 
dramatic performance since Eternal 
Sunshine Of The Spotless Mind in 
this improbable and utterly 
incredible true story. 

Based on a novel by investigative 
reporter Steve McVicker, the film 
charts the romance of two prison 
inmates and their subsequent 
journey of self-discovery on both 
sides of the bars. 

Writer-directors Glenn Ficarra and 
John Requa [Bad Santa) strike a 
pleasing balance between laughter 
and soul-searching in this oddball 
comedy. 

Crucially, Carrey generates 
smouldering screen chemistry with 
co-star Ewan McGregor, convincing 
us that undying love and a 
daredevil spirit can overcome 
anything. 

Truth is far, far stranger than this 
entertaining fiction, which takes 
dramatic licence with dialogue and 
abbreviates the exploits of the white 
collar criminal during the 1980s 
and 1990s, who escaped 
incarceration four times and has 



paid a terrible price for humiliating 
the US prison service. 

The real Stephen Russell was 
handed a 144-year sentence and 
must spend 23 hours every day 
confined to his cell without visitors. 
That’s no laughing matter. 

When we first meet Stephen 
(Carrey), he is a happily married 
police officer with a beautiful wife, 
Debbie (Mann), and young 
daughter. However, the family man 
has a secret: he is gay. 

When he can no longer keep the 
secret, Stephen comes out to his 
wife and moves to Florida with 
boyfriend Jimmy (Santoro). 

The cost of living fabulously is 
perilously high, and Stephen breaks 
the law to finance his lavish tastes. 
The authorities eventually catch up 
with the swindler and sentence him 
to time in prison where he meets 
softly spoken Phillip Morris 


(McGregor). 

The attraction is instant, and 
Stephen schemes to become his 
lover’s cellmate. 

When he finally gains parole, 
Stephen poses as a lawyer to get 
Phillip out of prison early, but once 
they are united on the outside, the 
former conman struggles to mend 
his ways. 

Phillip lands a high-profile position 
as chief financial officer at a large 
corporation, where the temptation 
to embezzle is irresistible. 

When the police invariably come 
knocking him, Phillip is distraught: 
“I don’t care about the money,” he 
pleads, “All I want is you. I just 
want us to be together.” 

I Love You Phillip Morris is sweet, 
sexy and at times hilarious, posing 
the obvious dilemma: Can a gay 
conman go straight? 

Carrey’s rapport with McGregor, 
sporting a Southern accent and 
cropped blond hair, anchors the 
picture. 

Ficarra and Requa don’t shy away 
from the physicality of Stephen and 
Phillip’s relationship, creating a 
wonderfully odd couple. We root 
for the characters, even though we 
know everything Phillip says and 
does is for his own gain.

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Urban gardens can keep 
out noise and pollution 


P eople with urban 
gardens can make a 
real contribution to 
helping the environment, 
but many of them don’t 
realise it, according to a new 
survey. 

Some 46 per cent of the 1,000 
people questioned claimed that 
urban pollution in their immediate 
environment - including noise 
problems, traffic fumes and carbon 
footprint - are among the most 
important issues they face as city 
dwellers, yet 21 per cent said they 
don’t know where to start when 
tackling the problem. 

With this in mind, garden 
designer Charlie Dimmock has 
joined a campaign to encourage 
urbanites to introduce eco 
measures into their gardens to help 
reduce the carbon footprint. 

City dwellers are craving 
environmentally sound lives, but 
don’t have the knowledge to change 
things for the better, the Ronseal 
survey found. 

Dimmock says: “People with 
small urban gardens think they 
can’t make a difference to the 
wildlife, but they can because they 
can create corridors to larger areas 
such as parks, greens and railway 
cuttings.

“Building a wooden compost 
area, establishing a recycling space 
or growing your own herbs in a 
window box, are all simple steps 
that can make a real difference.” 

If you have a spring clean of your 
garden, leave an area overgrown, to 
act as a shelter for hedgehogs and 
insects, says Dimmock, who is 
supporting Urban Gardens Week, 
which began on Monday. 

“A lot of people hate ivy, but 
many urban gardens benefit from 
having fences covered with ivy, 
which is a really good wildlife plant 
because it flowers late in the 
season, has a high nectar content 
and helps to keep down noise 
pollution. 

“It also makes a good nesting site 
for birds.” 

Dimmock also advises urban 
gardeners to plant mixed hedges to 
keep out noise and pollution and 


attract wildlife. Ideal varieties 
include hawthorn, yew and field 
maple, which will absorb some of 
the noise. 

Another great shrub in the urban 
garden is ceanothus, whose purple 
flowers are high in nectar and rich 
in colour and it can be clipped back 
easily. 

Hardy annuals also provide a 
good burst of colour and when they 
have finished can then be thrown 
onto the compost heap. Direct-sow 
love-in-a-mist, poppies, poached 
egg plants and cornflowers for a 
beautiful display. 

If you have a small area, use the 
vertical space by growing climbing 
veg such as runner beans up a 
fence, raspberries or spineless 
blackberries, which can grow to a 
reasonable height and provide 
shelter and food for birds and 
insects. 

If you live in an area where traffic 
fumes and dust are a problem, 
plant a variety of evergreens to 
absorb the dirt. They may look a 
little dusty on the road side but 
they will withstand a lot of grime 
and act as a filter and a windbreak. 
Aucuba, eleagnus and butcher’s 
broom are extremely robust and 
make solid hedges, and variegated 
holly can also be used. 

“Only evergreens with shiny, 
thick leaves will put up with a lot, 


because the leaves are protected 
with a thick cuticle.” 

Scented plants can also offset the 
smell of traffic fumes. Try growing 
night-scented stocks or old 
fashioned nicotiana in a pot for 
evening scent. 

Trachelospermum jasminoides, 
commonly known as star jasmine, 
a woody, evergreen climber with 
rich, dark green leaves which turn 
bronze in winter, produces hugely 
fragrant white flowers from mid to 
late summer.

Muscari (Grape hyacinth) 

These pint-sized bulbs in shades 
of blue and white produce their 
narrow, leafless flower stems in 
early spring before the dense spikes 
of flowers appear. 

Types such as M. azureum, 
which has pale blue flowers with 
conical heads, look lovely in a rock 
garden or at the front of a border. 
For me, they are best planted in 
abundance in terracotta pots, 
which act as a perfect foil for the 
deep blue varieties such as M. 
armeniacum and M. neglectum. 
Also, pots prevent the bulbs from 
taking over an area, as some 
varieties can be invasive.

Stafford leads rampage after tips from top

FIRST-TEAM coach Dave 
Sayer provided some tips 
before the game and 
Newmarket under-14s 
responded with a blistering 
performance against a side 
who have suffered a disrupted 
season.

were four tries clear when, 
from a solid ruck, prop Tom 
Wills benefitted from Ethan 
Brown’s well-timed pass to 
score his first try for the club. 

Although Ipswich put up 
some resolute defence, 
stopping the rampaging Le 
and Bristow short of the line, 
they were undone by a scrum 
after Le was held up over the 
whitewash, Stafford going over 
for his second try. 

With their tails up, 
Newmarket pushed forward 
and although he did not score, 
Jack Felton’s scything runs 
earned him the man-of-the- 
match award. 

One such break left the 
rampant home side in front of 
the posts and Lewis Heap 
applied the finishing touch. 

Ben Jeacock intercepted a 
wayward pass to score the 
next try and, for the next 
score, Stafford generously 
allowed Jack Watson to finish 
the move he had started. 

Stafford completed the 
scoring with his hat-trick try 
after a break from Felton, with 
Ashley Reed slotting the extra 
points.
